For  the  tirsl  time  in  its  liistorw  OMkhain  is  enjoying  llu*  aoN  tnitMue"  <!l' 
a  Library,  kiiek  to  all  her  (‘iiizcMis. 

For  nearl_y  or  (]iiitL'  one  Inindred  years,  a  small  snbseript ion  LibrtuA'  lias 
been  siiiipo'ted  by  juibbc  sjiirited  citizens  of  the  town.  I’here  is  still  in 
existence  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  “iiropr'etors’'  of  the  ‘’Oakham  S,K-ial 
Idbrnry.”  sixty-five  in  uuinbor.  bearing  the  date  of  ^lar.  '2.  bsn;;.  'fhesi* 
‘  projirietors,”  at  that  time,  taxed  themselves  ('ach  l wenty-five  cents, 
thereby  raising  $H). 2/)  loi'  the  purpose  of  •’enlarging  the  libraiy.’' 

Tlie  jiatrons  of  this  small  Library,  dniing  its  existence  of  a  centnr\  . 
iiave  received,  doubtless,  iiieaiculable  good  ther(*fiom. 

The  Legislature  of  ISfK)  passed  an  .Act,  introduced  by  lion.  K.  ]>. 
Hayes,  present  mayor  of  *\V  "hieli  the  small  towns  of  the  Stat^.*, 

having  no  Free  Public  Libraries  by  accepting  the  provisions  ol  tlic  .Act. 
and  annually  appropriatii.g  a  small  sum,  would  be  aided  by  the  State  to 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

At  its  last  Annual  Meeting  the  town,  by  a  unanimous  vou*  accepte<i  of 
this  generous  j)ro[)ositi(.n,  and  appropriated  twenty-five  dollars  for  tin' 
])urpose  of  establishing  a  “Free  Public  Library"  in  Oakham, 

Kind  friends  of  the  town  have  also  shown  a  deep  iiitcrc'st  in  tlie  .success 
of  this  eHterjirise,  VV’e  would  make  especial  mention  of  .Mi^s  L  I”  .Sohim- 
ot  Beverly,  member  of  the  “State  Library  Commis>ion."  wh<»  has  Ijeen 
untiring  in  her  efforts  in  our  behalf. 

We  have  receivi'd  from  our  Beverly  friends  more  than  ’i(H)  valuable 
books.  Valuable  volumes  have  also  been  received  from  lion.  E  P. 
Hayes  of  L^mn.  Also  from  our  own  citizens  as  follows:  I).  Oscar  Lovell. 
Mrs.  M.  T.  F.  Pugg,  J.  11.  O.  i^ovell,  E-  .1.  (hawford.  i.  W.  Mnllett,  ai  <1 
Jesse  Allen.  Thus,  with  the  valuable  portion  of  the  Old  l.ibrarv,  and  the 
one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  books  furnished  by  the  State,  we  have  a.  well 
selected  Library  of  o  il  volumes. 

Further  contributions,  it  is  believed,  will  be  made  by  (yliei 
the  town.  A  catalogue  will  be  printed  before  many  months. 

132  different  persons  have  taken  out  books.  1117  volumes 
charged  in  the  six  months  since  the  Library  has  been  opened. 

No  expense  lias  attended  the  care  of  the  same  thus  far. 

A  growing  interest  is  shown  by  onr  citizens  m  onr  “New  Lilirarv’’  e.s- 
jiecially  by  our  children  and  youth,  and  we  are  certain  that  its  intluence 
for  good,  especially  upon  the  rising  generation,  cannot  be  estimated.
